CONSTITUTIONAL TONIC 

We have space merely to briefly re- 
fer to tbe Constitutional Bill, but shall 
deal with it at length to-morrow. The 
measure is one of the most important 
that has been introduced since Con- 
federation, and proposes to correct 
many of the incongruities and absurd- 
ities of the present Constitution by 
increasing the representation in some 
didtriots, lowering the representation 
of others, and performing a tardy act 
of justice to Oassiar and Nanaimo. 
The present Ocnstitution was teutntivo 
in its character, imtl Las outlived its 
uyofulncss. It is as uusuitod to 
presout wimts as a buy's jacket would 
be to a fullgrown mau, and the time 
lias come to cast it aside and put on 
tt garment more adapted to the growing 
requireinouts of the country. The UiH 
provides for a representation of 33 luom- 
bors— lU for the Island and 17 for tb» 
Mainland. Kootenay loses a memher; 
Victoria gains one; Niinaiiuo gaiustwo;a 
new district is carved out of tho East 
Coast Islands, which will return a mem- 
'bor;New Westminster is dividod into tliroo 
distriotH, each rotumiug a membor; Now 
■VTeutminiiter City gets two members. 
Yalo is cnt up into four parts, oaoh re- 
turning a luemlmr. L;iloo<jt is divulocl 
iiato two parts, eueh of which has a luoin- 
bor, and Cariboo coutributoH three ilis- 
triotsand four memlioca. Victoria Dis- 
trict, Esqniinnlt, and Comox remain as 
before. The memberB* indemnity is re- 
duced from $000 to §250; mileage as at 
present. 



An Act to amend the "Constitution Act, 
1871," by providine: for the Better 

Kepresentatiou of the People in 
British Columbia. 

"Whereas, it is ospcJieut thtit the rfpre- 
Bentation of the laeoplo in British Colum- 
bia should be placed upon a more equita- 
ble Vasis than at present exists under tho 
"Constitution Act, 1871," and for this 
purpose to re-arrange the districts gener- 
ally, to provide for an increase id tbe 
immljor of represontutives, and to make a 
redistribution of seats accordingly : 

Therefore, Her Majesty , Ly and with 
the advice and consent of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Briti^'h 
Columbia, enacts as follows:— 

1. Section 7 of tho "Constitution Act, 
1871," I Sec. ',1, chap. '12, Con. Stat., 1877) 
is berol^y repealed, and in lien thoreof 
tbe following shall be substituted: — 

"The Legislative Assembly shall con- 
sist of thirty-three members, to bo elected 
as hereinafter provided, and for tho pur- 
pose of roturninpr such members the Pro- 
rinco shall bo divided into twenty-three 
electoral districts, tho boundaries whereof 
Bha!!, for the purposed of this Act, be 
those' set forth in the Schedule horeuuto 
annexed uiarkoil A, each of which dis- 
tricts shall return the number of mumlior-i 
assigned thereto in the said Schediilo. 

2. In order to provide for tho holding 
of a general election, tho Collector of 
Voters appointed for eaoh electoral dis- 
trict as delined in this Act, shall, on or 
before tho first day of Juno, 1878, make 
out from tiio register of votor.s in force at 
tho time of tho passing of tLi.s Act, a now 
list of voters for tho electoral diHtrict for 
which be is ai)[)ointed, in which new list 
ho shall outer the namo of every person 
appearing on the old register who residef 
at tho time of luakiug such now list, 
■within tho limits of his electoral iliatrict, 

3. Every Collector of Voters, nesting at 
tho time of the i)as8ing of this Act, shall 
furnish, when requested so to do by each 
or any Collector, a certified copy of tho 
ipgiHter of voters in force at the time of 
the passing of this Act. 

•1, l'\ir tho year 1878 each Collector (ex- 
copt in tho electoral districts of (Jassiar 
and Kootenay) shall hold his Court of 
Bevision, as "required by tho "Qualifica- 
tion and Registration of Voters' Act, 
1870," on the 2nd day of July, 1878, of 
whi(!h ono month's notice shall be given 
by him; provided that notice of objec- 
tion, as provided for in tiio said Act, 
shall be !/iv(>n to tho Collector fourteen 
days only before the holding of mudi 
Court, aiid that the Collector shall for 
wartl a not ico to tho pcMvon f)l>jectod to 
ten days only before thu holding of such 
Court. 

5, Tho register of voters so rovisfil. 
witli any additions thereto, f-hall bo (lio 
register of voters for tho electoral district 
or polling division thereof for which such 
Collector shall have been appointed, until 
tho register shall bo again revi.sed in the 
uoxt sncceeding year; provided, that in 
tho elect(iral districts of Cassiar ami Koo- 
tenay the register of voters shall bo lundo

TL« coal and irou inasters 
of Scotland gave notice .some 
a reduction iu tho rate of pay from live to 
ton per cent., making the daily wages 
range from 3s. to Ss. and Sd. The reduc- 
tion camo into force yosterday, when a 
mass meeting of the miner.s of the Glas- 
gow district was hold to consider athreat- 
onod reduction iu their jjiiy of (Id. a day, 
at which .Mr. Maciluuald, "Al.P., addres.sed 
the men ou tho present state of tho min- 
ing trade. Mr. Maodooald said that any 
resistance to a reduction iu wages at tho 
present moment w.is altOfjothor out of tho 
question. The truth was, th.u it was 
lorcod ou oiuployors and omployed alike, 
and had arisen not boeause rif foreign 
competition, but from causes that could 
easily be understood. Tho cry that had 
been raised that wo were being defeated 
by foreign competition, ought never to 
have 1)0011 uttered, for it was uiitruo. 
Every country in which there was iron 
making aiul coal pioduciup- v,-;is suft'oriug 
in like manner to this, (hat being osiio- 
oially tho ca-e as regards Germnny, Franco 
and America. It was from over produc- 
tion and that alone tbat the anii'ering 
arose. There was a time wdien Sontli 
StafToidshiro ruled tbo iron works of tho 
world. BciuR always active they produced 
cheaply. Wiilos followed, but gave place 
to Scotland, aud here tho trade wus now 
ou tho wane. It was diiniuisliin;^-, and io 
proportion as it diminishod iu Scjtlan 1 ii 
was iiioroasiug in Clovclaud. There they 
could produce irou at a prolit of )0s per 
ton, and they were iloing it iio-v. 'I'h:;: 
could not bo done under any cii-.'uni i ■iiices 
iu Scotland, Htafl'ordshiro or Wah-s, and 
bohold that fighting to produce ironnt that 
rato was simply fighting against the inevit- 
able. Tho sooner masters aud mim looked 
at the matter in that light the better, 
lie .said it advisedly that tho irou trade of 
South StafTordshire was a dying trade: it 
could not live. That al.so was the state 
of the trade of South Wales; it was jirc- 
ciaoly ho with Scotland.

accommodato thoms(dvesto ciroumstanoes 
the bettor With a view to remedy tho 
st.ate of matters existmp;, tliero ivero sev- 
eral things which he would recommend 
to bo done. In the first place, ht- uould 
adviso all 3-onng men who did go thore 
to leave the oecniiation oi mining. Tln-re 
wftR a long rtm of low wa;;os in store for 
tho mou if tho present niiiiiber continued 
in tho pit. Mr. Macdonald couusolled a 
thorough organization of all sections of 
niicors as the only other way to withstand 
tbo further downward courao which was 
thrcatoned. \l the closo of the gentle- 
man's remarks it was agreed to ai'quieseo 
in the present reduction, but to organi/e 
tho whole country in order to resist any 
further reduction which may be proposed .

riJlVlLKOES. 

Mr. Fisher roao to correct n statement 
made iu the Standard to the etl'eot that he 
had attempted to throw the blame of the 
noa-publication of tho evideDOo given by 
Mr. McCroigbt boforis tho Pnl)li(' Ao- 
oountB Committee, 1877, on tho CJovorn- 
ment printer. Tho papers in question ho 
could only repeat had taken tho proper 
and legitimate couno and tho rules of the 
House had been strictly compliod with. 
He '.va3 not prepared to say what hod bo 
conio d' tho ovidenoe iu (jueation. It 
ought, no doubt, to have iippyarod sonio- 
■where, but hu (lid nut cast m any man- 
iiei- tho slightest su.sijic'ion on \hi} printer. 
The papers might poH^ibly lie amongst 
his (Mr. Fisher's) papc-i s of last session at 
Esquimau, where he did not now reside. 
^ ne had promised be wonld search for 
them, for ho was exceedingly anxiouB that 
the matter should 1)0 vtutilatcd. It was 
very disgracoful tiiat tlio Sl(iiti!ar<i should 
persist iu minreprfisiMitiug liim, as ho was 
incapable of wiliully doiug auything un- 
derhand or dishoac'Bt. Tub SlandarU was 
evidently pursuing a course of inalioe and 
he oould only c;onjpuro the editor of tliat 
journal to a sweep. (lUai', Iilmi-, and 
i&ughtor.) 

- Hon. Mr. Elliott .said ho had .Mr. Mc- 
Creight's authority for stating that the 
evidence bad been sabatantially publish- 
ed. Tho only portion omitted, no doubt 
by accident, was a cross-examination, 
ol'iciting no matter of the slightest mo- 
ment, iuHtigated and prosecuted by the 
B«uior mouibor for Victoria City Mr. 
Bearen. (Hour, hear.) 

I.SUIAN AOK.SdriS. 

Mr. Tolmie moved that a respectful ad- 
dress be presented to His Honor tho 
Lieut. -Governor praying he will oau8« 
• tho Dominion Government to be informed 
of the pressing need for iho establiHh- 
ment of these agoneics as exist in otiior 
parts of the Doiniiiion uniongbl, certain 
Indian tribes of tho i'lovinoe. Tho lion, 
mover said it was his opinion that the ap- 
pointment of such ogoucioH should have 
followed the appointment of Indian 8u- 
porintondents four or live yoors ago. If 
such had been tho case the work of the 
Indian Oomminsioners would have beeu 
much facilitated. It giioved liiui very 
much as one who had passed many years 
of hia lifo amongst Indians to see that 
valuable population gradually dying awuy. 
Ho had observed that when the Indians 
liad booomo acquainted with the useful 
arts that they incroosed iu number, and he 
knew of snvoral instances where a few 
years ago Indian tribes wore in a com- 
parative state of poverty tho appointment 
of an agent had turned their condition 
into one of prespority and industry. It 
was quite as easy for the Dominion Oov- 
ornmonl to cHtablish Indian agencies here 
bs it was for it to establish tho Mounted 
Police on the other side. Agents M-ero re- 
quired to stand b(!tweeu the ludi hih un.l 
^ tbe white man. Two nuch agencies were, 
in his opinion, required on the Island — 
one at Oowichan and one near Fort Ru- 
pert, where the Indians are now engaged 
in smuggling whiskey from Washington 
Territory. On tho Mainland ono agency 
was required at the Lower Fraser, one at 
S huswup and ono at Kootunay, lie hoped 
tbe House would support tho resolution 
and Bbovr thereby a willingnesa to better 
the condition of tho Indian population of 
the Province. 

Mr. Galbraith seconded the resolution, 
and hopfld tho Dominion GoTcrnmont 
would tako iinm^iliato iietiou in the mat- 
ter. Ho well know tho neecBsity of an 
agency for Kootonay, where now the In- 
dians depended almost entirely on 
buffalo for their moans of sustsnanec. 
Tho bulTalo wore, however, fast disappear- 
ing and being (iriveii couth, aud it ai^- 
tually became iioces.sary that tho Indiaiui 
abould be taught tho usoful ait'J U: unable 
tbsm to gain a livelihood in tho future. 
^ , Tbe appointment of a resident agont would 
apt inour a heavy oxponso, hut would act 
most benefioially and obviate many dtfQ- 
onlties whioh nould otberwii* certainly 
fS»U« hereafter. (Hear.)

THAFFIO HEdULATIO.NS, 

Hon. Mr. Vernon iutroduued a Bill en- 
titled "An Aot for tho better regulation 
of trafBo on tbe highways of British Co- 
lumbia." The Bill was road a first time; 
second reading on Monday next. 

ni'.PIlESKNTATION BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott introduced a Bill en- 
titled "An Act to amend the ' Oonstitotion 
Aot, 1871.' " Tbe Bill was read a first 
time; Iseoond reading on Monday next. 

COnPOBATIONS BILL. 

Mr. Boaven moved the second reading 
of a Bill to faeilitate tho formation of 
corporations. Ho stated tho chiaf features 
of tho Bill wore its simi)licity and a limi- 
tation of liability of stockholders. Under 
the existing Act in this Province, Amtiri- 
oan speculators could not bo induced to 
invoBt capital because their personal pro- 
perly became liable for stock, Tho exist- 
ing laws of tlio Proviuco protected tho dis- 
honest spoculatory to the dotriuieiit of tho 
honest man. Tho Iftdges of Cariboo woro 
doubtless very rioh in gold, but it was 
absurd to suppose that one person could 
of himself develop them. With such an 
Aot as the present one tho formation of 
oompunios would bo largely facilitated, 
and tho re-uourcos of tho country (;ouse- 
quently much moie easily duveloiicd. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tho Bill eoiitainod 
pvovisions of great momout, liut as the 
House bad only just seen it, ho would sug- 
gest that it simply pass its second reading 
now, and that it be committod on Monday. 

Tho Bill then formally passed a second 
reading, discussion ig Committee being 
postponed until .Monday. 

OAUB LAM'. 

Mr. Beaven moved the second reading 
of a Bill to ]).~oleot certain birds and aiii 
mals, and in so doing stated that tlie 
existing law way iiructically u dead letter. 
If the matter wero not dealt with by the 
House the game, with which the Proviuco 
was so prolific, would in a few years be 
entirely exterminated. 

The Bill was then road a second time 
and committed, Mr. Dickinson in the 
Chair. 

Mr. Mara suggested that the bill should 
be eonflnod to tlio i)opulaiis districts of 
tho Island and New Westminster district 
on the Mainland, or that it should not ap- 
ply to any district nnless petitioned for 
l)y two-thirds of the r^jsidents of such dis- 
trict. (Hoar, hear, ) 

Mr. Fishor conc^urrod iu tho Riigg.'.'stii.ui. 

Mr. Evans, wJiilst admitting that it was 
required forcirtain districts, deuietl that 
it was necessary for Cariboo. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe .said the bill would 
prove a very serious injury to Cowichan 
district, antl unless a permissive clause 
wero inserted ho would have to oppose it 
very strongly. A similar bill was intro- 
duced last session and killed simply be- 
cause tho mover would not insert such a 
clause. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that in Yale dis- 
trict the act would be a dead letter and 

could not be carried into efTect. Whilst 

admitting the nec-:nsity of snob a measure 
for populous districts he lioped the sUn 
gestion of his colicagUQ (Mr, Mnra) would 
bo adopted. 

Mr. Tolmia said the fair and just way 
to deal with tho iiuestion was to make tho 
measure applicable to ouly such districts 
as applied fur it. Not one of hia consti 
tuenis had expre^sod approval of tho bill; 
but, on tho othor hand, Hoveral had urged 
upon him objections to its proviiioua. Ho 
was personally in favor of the ijrinciple 
of the menanve, but ho thought it fairest 
to leave the matter to those who were 
most affected by it. 

Mr. Smith wosld support the Bill pro 
vided tho [lormisgive claiise were iu-^erted. 

Mr. Gordon took a similar yic.w of tho 
matter, ami said unless the clsUHe wore 
inserted Ik" would have to oppose tbe 
Bill, He hoped the mover would see fit 
to modify the measure. 

Mr. Oalbraitb did uot wish to jeopar- 
dize tho lives of the settlers of Kooteuay, 
ami could not support tho Bill iu its 
present form. If a penuissive cluu.-5e were 
inserted he would not opposo it as he 
bolievod the principle of the Bill was 
good. 

Mr. Heaven submitted that tho Bill 
should apply to Ea(]ninialt, so that ganui 
could be ])reservcd fur tho beuetlt. of 
naval iillieers. lie believed many war 
vcssuls had left E8([iiinialt bocauso the 
offlcors could not find any sport. 

Mr. Fisher said bs bad not as yet 
stated the Bill would be objeotionablo to 
I'jHijuimalt. Ue Inll^t, bowevor, contra- 
dict Mr. Beaven'H .statement thai yruing 
birds and egg.s were distroyo.l wholesale 
by farmers, but with rej^ird to naval 
ollicors, he knew well that young iiiiddio.s 
were uot very particular whether they 
shot game in or out of season. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Elliott sdd he thought Mr. 
Beaveu bad maligned tho farmers and 
tkeir bons a littlo. 11a could UDderstund 
their shooting fur the p(jl but not for 
mere destruction. (Hear.) He thought 
a clause should be insertoci empowering 
a J. P. to issue a certitlcoto to shoot 
game or take eggs tor sciontilie purpo.sea. 

Mr. Tolmo explained to tho mover that 
if he wonlJ insert the |)ermissivi' chuiso, 
ho would, in the event of a district po 
titioning ifor the Act, have in ev»iiy sig- 
nature a farmer or resident iiitorestod in 
tho carrying out of the clauses of the 
measure. This would prove very atrong 
outside support. 

Hon. Mr. Kaiith(> moved in aincndment 
tho "the Bill sliall not aiiply to any dis- 
trict unless petitioned for by a luajority 
of tho reiiident voters of that district." 

Mr. Uoaven objected. He wished the 
Bill to be imperative as to Victoria City 
and District, Esqnimalt, and New West- 
minster. 

Mr. Gordon waiil it was obvioiislyimpro- 
porto impose on Viotoiia iJistiiot that 
which would not be imposed on all other 
districts. He supported the amendment. 

.-Vfter further debate, the amendment 
was withdrawn pro lem, and clause 1 
passed . 

Clause 2 onumorates tho various uui- 
muls and birdn to bo protected, and stales 
the cloHO BoasoUH. 

On motion th'i clause was amended so 
as to make tho :;!o8e season for deer, elk, 
rabbits, &o., extend from tho Ist Jonuary 
to the 1st of .August. Tt was also amond- 
od so as to exc^lude duck from tlio opera- 
lio.i of thu .Act, and to make the close sea- 
son fur feathered game extend from the 
20th day of February to the 20th day of 
August. 

The clause relative to ieaulng search 
warrants was anaeqded so as to render it 
nectisarv for « stipeadiary oiBgiatrate or 
tiro jaiMMi 0/ th« pM9« (not simply ons 



J.P.) to have jurisdiction. The fines for 
ofienoes were ont down to a mazimnm of 

$25 or 30 days' imprisonment, and an ad- 
ditional clause was inserted to provide for 
the granting of certiiicates for shooting 
game or taking oggs for scientifio pur- 
poses. On motion, a clause was also in- 
serted reuderini,' tho act operative ouly iu 
the populous districtsof Victoria City and 
District, and Esquimult. Other districts 
dosiriu" its operation to petition for it. 

The Committee then reported tbe bill 
and the House adjourned till 2 p. m. ou 
Monday.

Provincial laws. Ono of its provisions 
is to the effect tliat any ])eisoii being a 
sbarehoUler in a duly rcgistored joint 
stock company, may, thout^h he bo uot a 
free miuer, buy, sell, hold or dispo.so of 
shares. Hitherto original ."diuroholders 
were compelled to hold a free miner's 
license. In other respects, too, material 
facilities will, by tho present Aot, bo 
alTorded the formation of corap iiiies. Iho 
Bill is worthy the perusal of all interested 
iu tho dcvolopmout of our mineral wealth.

It is not iinpossibio 
under thes(i circumstances, that further 
negotiations may become necessni-y; for 
the Washington Treaty has by no means 
fiillilh-il its aiinonn -eil |>urpL.!-o i>f remov- 
ing all causes (if d tier. in'(! betwci-u tho 
L'nited State:; and Great Britain." One 
of these causes of dill'cronce has always 
been that which relates to tho "heud lauds." 
Tho United States has maintained that, 
between headlands which aro six miles 
opart tho waters arc cotnaun, and that 
where the distimco between tho promon- 
tories is le.'-s the waters aro oiiclosed. 
Ureat Britain, on the contrary, has held 
that the lino uutsido whioh the legal dis- 
tance from the shore is to be measored 
must be drawn from headlaud to head- 
land, no matter how largo the body of 
water thus enclosed. Tlie Washinntou 
Treaty does iu>t settle tlii^ dilTereuce; and
